Mr. Powderly, who was detained at his hotel

rt %as announced that the committee on 
credentials wae not ready to report, and noth- 
ing could be done pntil their report Was Te- 
ceived, While waiting, several speeches were 
mate by delegates to aid in idling time away. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock Mr. Powderly at+ 
rived and was presented by Brother O'Denuel 
with a gavel made from the wood of an 
orange ‘ree, that grew on the spot where Gen- 
eral Packenham was killed at the- battle of 
New Crieans. The presentation was made on 
behalf of the New Orleans knights. It was 
learned that the committee on credentials 
would not be ready to report until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

The convention then adjourned until that 
hour. Before the delegates left the hall Mr. 
Powderly strongly urged them to avoid the 
use of strong drink whuein Richmond, As 
individuals, be said he had no right to dictate 
9s to what they should do, but they were not 
here as individuals, but as represcntatives of a 
vast constimmency. The eyes of thé world 
were upon them while here and that constit- 
vency would be judged by their conduct. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

The convention went into session again this 
afternoon at twoo’clock. The report of tae 
commitiee on credentials was then read. It 
was very long (and Secretary Tarner said it 
would tske four hours tersad it. Is was 
doubtful whether a consideration of the re- 
pert could be completed and action on it taken 
this afternoon, : 

THE COLORED ENIGHTS 

The committee of arrangements of local 
knights appointed to determine the details of 
entertainment to be given the visiting knights 
pext Monday, have decided to let the question 
of the coming ef whiteand colored people at 
the ball that eveniog to settle itself. It has 
been siranged to have two dancing p4vilions 
at th» state fair grounds. , 

Ch.i nan Lynch said thisaféernoon that it 
was not the invention to assign one to white 
knightsand the other to colored knights. 
This order recognized no such distinctions, 
but at the same time the feeling hereia regard 
to social intercourse of the races was so well 
understcod they anticipated me trouble on 
ibatscore. It was expected, ef course, that 
colored people would prefer to associate with 
people, If, however, a colored 
knight a1 d lady should chogte t with 
the white people in the other pavilion, he 
knew of no intention to prever$them. When 
asked if colored guests should preseut them- 
selves at the tables where whites were 
seated at the banquet what would be done‘ 
he replied that he expected no trouble in that 
wav, but did not suppose they would be pro- 
hibixd from doing so. He intended speaking 
to Mr. Powderly on the subject in a day or 
so, He repeated that he expested no trouble. 
Tne funds for the entertaina:s@ was 
raised by the colored and white local asasm- 
blies of Richmond. The knights here have 
separate assemblies, and the colored knights 
have contributed more than the whites to the 
entertainmentfond. Tare arrangements for 
Monday next iociude a parade of local assem- 
blies ard visiting knights, Mr. Powderly, the 
executivecommittee and invited guests in 
carriages. Speeches will be made by Sanator- 
elect Daniel, Governor Lee, Mr. Powder!ly and 
others. 

A RESUME OF THE DAY’S WORK, 

Although the second day of the Knights of 
Labor convention has passed, that body is not 
yet ready to begin the business which called 

it together. Nothing could be done before or- 
ganization as w convention and before that is 
done it is pecessary to know who are entitled 
to be members ofthe convention. The firat 
step toward accomplishing that result was 
takcn yesterday when the committee on cre- 
centials was named. From the time ofthe 
organization ofthat commiitee it has-been 
busily engaged going through the tedious and 
Iaborious tesk of examiningthe listof dele- 
gates from assemblies throughout ‘the United 
States and Canada and compariog with Secretar 
ry lurner's books to determine the standing of 
tie assemblies they represented and the claims 
of assemblies to be represented. Over this work 
they toiled tilla late hour last evening, and 
tbe toil was reeumed early this morning. 

When the convention assembled at nine 
o'clock, the work was still uncompleted 
and the convention was compelled to adjourn 
to two o'clock this evening to await its com- 
pletion. When the convention went into ses- 
ti0n, at that hour, the report was not comple- 
ted in all its details, and was not presented 
till three o’clock. 

From that hour until half past five o'clock, 
the time was occupied in reading the long roll 
of over 500 names. The committee has reach- 
ed a derision on’al] but eight or ten names, 
and these were referred to the conven: 
tion itself. The report presented was unani- 
mous. Protests were made on behalf of dele- 
gates excluded by decision of the committee, 
and arguments were made for and against the 
acceptance of the report, and if the statements 
of Celegates, who left the hall during the de- 
bate may be believed, the feeling shown on 
beth sides, in several Cases, was very strong. 
At length the report was accepted, and it was 
decided that those whose names had been read 
fiom the roll prepared by the committee on 
credentials were entitled to seats. When this

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Farrell at the head, The management of th 
theatre determined to avoid aeanin a 
Was admitted, took a seat in the front row of 
orchestra chairs and remained uniistarbed 
throughout the performance. The action of 
the New York Knights of Labor will create 
great excitement in Richmond and provoke 
the resentment even of many white men who 
belong to the Knights of Labor. It is the 
firet time a colored man or woman sat 
throughout a perfermance in other than the 
ecction reserved for colored people in the 
theatre here. About eight years ago a young 
man escorted a fashionably dressed woman 
into the Richmond theatre, where they occu- 
pied orchestra seats. The woman was whiter 
than many having no negro blood, and her 
race Was not suspected. After she had zat 
there an hour, the manager was in- 
formed that she was of negro descent. She 
to leave and did so. The 
same evening a light colored mulatto 
geined entrance to the dress circle, when no- 
ticed an uproar ensued, the play stopped, the 
audience yelled “hang him!” aad: violeace 
was threatened. Hoe left the theatre. Oae 
result, citizens here say, will follow the a4- 
mission of Farrell tothe academy of music. 
It will insure the election ef George D. Wize, 
democratic candidate for congress in this dis- 
trict.

THE ASSASS{NATION STORY. 

One of the bones of contention in the general 
acsembly will bethe controlef the “home 
club.” This ciub is composed of certain local 
assemblies in New York, which regard them- 
selves a8 a kind of ring within a ring. The 
home club is accused of many dark things, not 
the least of which was an alleged plot to assas- 
tinate Mr. Powderly, who is looked upon as 
being too conservative, 

The assassina'ion story has beeu revived 
with a vengeance andin greater detail than 
when first published. There is some author- 
ity for it this time, and the authority traces it 
back to Mr. Powderly himself. The story, as 
testified to before the investigating committee, 


| isas follower: Mr. Powderly has told several 


parties that he was about going aboard a ferry- 
boat when a strange man, with his coat collar 
tarned up and bis hat pulled down, rushed up 
to bim and said, “For God’ssake don’t go 
aboard that boat. Two men have been ea- 


gaged by the homeclab to throw you into 
the river.” The strange man rushed off and 
Powderly walked on to the boat. When in 
the middle of the t1iver he noticed 


two men approaching him from behind and 
acting in atuspiciousmanuner. He tarned to- 
wardsthem quickly and they went back. 
Twice they did the same thing and then _—_ 
rated, amd Jeft the boat as quickly as possible 
when it reached the shore. When befure the 
investigating committee Mr. Powderly ac- 
knowledged that he told the story, but says it 
was allajoke. Thematter is mre to come 
up in the genera] assembly.

ADDRESS OF MASTER WORKMAN POWDERLY. 

Grand Master Workman Powderly’s annual 
acdress will be prezented to the convention it 
is expected, tomorrow afternoon, It has al- 
resdy been made public, and isas follows: 

To the Members of the General Assembly: 

The most eventful and trsing sear of our exist 
ence as en order bas ended, and we assemble fur 
the purpose of reviewing what bas been done, cor- 
recOng thore things that are wrong, and of legisla- 


ting for tne futwie. ®

¥vorkman shal make out and submit a report of 
bis officia' acts curing the year. To report all of 
my officialacts performed duringthe past year 
would take more of yOur time than is at all neces 
sary; andtoproperly place them before you [ 
would rc quire at least four weeks’ time in which 
to prepare them for presentation. 

] have a)] of my correspondence and letter books 
within reach, aud can, on short notice, refer to 
iL«cm in matters of detail.- When the law which 
requires of the general master workman to make 
Gut a report, was passed, that offiger was not a 
mcmber of the general executive d. Now that 
he isa member of that body,the report of the 
boaid must paturally constitute a report of the 
important part of the duties of the general master 
workman, for my time during the year was mainly 
occupied with geseral executive board business. 
I reter you to the reports of the general execative 
boe1d and otber officers and agents of the general 
ast¢mbly, and will address you briefly upon some 
few matters of importance, and maxe such sugges- 
tions as I consider becessary. 

if we are guided by the experience of the past, 
614 act accordingly, we can place the order upon 
a foctipg 20 eafe and sure that no assaults 
ircm its enemies can injure it.

The rapid increase im organization since the 
Hamilton session ofthe general assembly was 
most marvellous. An examinacion of the reports 
of the general srecretary-treasurer for the year end- 
ing July Ist, 1685, will show that in one year 4,068 
assem blies have been organized. The new mem- 
bers so nccanly "ie together could nut be 
properly assimilated. Thousands have been at- 
tracted toward the order throagh merz curiosity; 
otbers bave come for purely selfish motives; while 
the — bulk of our new recruits have joined us 
fur the good that they could do. 

Quite a few have entered our order for the pur- 
pose of redressing existing wrongs, and betore 
waiting to learn anythisg concerniag the daty of 
the knight tothe order, have plunged into rash 
apa ill-considered strikes. The troubles comin 
from tbis direction began while the last genera 
assembly wasin session. Thecar driversof St. 
Louis were organized under promise from the 
organizer that they would receive aid uos‘inted 
in care of a strike, Even before the receips of their 
charter they were on strike. Their proceedings

Before the eight 
hour plan is adopted, the Knightsof Labor and 
the trede unionsof America must lay aside their 
jealorvsies and differences, come together, pamea 
day on which to put the plan into execution, adopt 
the play of action. which must be gradual and 
such as will not inflict injury upon eitheremployer 
or workman. The plan presented by Mr. Norton, 


of Chicego, to the special session of the genera! as- 
sembly at Clevelan , isa ‘ee one ia neariy every 
particular, and if the workingmen’s organizations 


and the manufacturers’ associations agree upon 
putting into practice tuch a plan,it can be done 
without jar or frictiop.

WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 

The machine must become the slave of the man 
instead cf keeping the man in attendance on an 
subordinate to the machine. A pian of co-opera- 
tion through which the workman may control the 
machine he operates must one day supersede the 
present system. To properly map out such a plan 
requires more time than ] have had or am likely 
to have at my disposal. I can only cooperate 
wiih others in the work. 

CHILD-LABOR. 

The thirteenth article in our declaration of 
principles reads, ‘The prohibition, by -law, of the 
employment of children under fifteen years of age 
in workshops, mines and tactories.’’ The end 
sought for in carrying this declaration into effect 
is not that the child may live in idleness; it is not 
that more adults may beemployed. It is that the 
man may be enabled 
education to equip 
bim the daties which will in 
fuiure fall upon him as man and citizen. We can- 
not afford to pass this question by and legislate on 
some timple question of trade discipline. The 
question of child iabor and education is the most 
important that can come before us now or at any 
other time. With an education, all things are 
easy of per yee Ty without it, hope itself al- 

ost dies an e sa farce. 

"In our oreaniuntions of labor,and it has been so 
from the arene / we take up the work of reform 
when the subject is advancea in years—the new 
member must be above sixteen years before we 
a¢mit him. We attempt to drive from his mind 
the false ideas gathered in the workshop, oF pos- 
sibly the street corner. His habits are formed,and 
the work that should have been begun at seyeo 
years we take up at twenty or later in life. To at- 
tempt to settle sointricate & question asthe one 
we are grappling with, or to successfully solve the 
vesiion, is a task so difficult that I do not wonder 
that men drop out of the raoks of labor organiza- 
tiops discouraged and hopeless.

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THE MURDERER OF THE LOGAN 
FAMILY MOSBSBED,. 


Wallace, the Man Suspected of Killing the Logan 
Femily in Cube,Mo., Taken Prom Jail by 
Masked Men and Strung Up tos Tree— 
Other Crimes and Accidents. 


St. Lovis, October 5.—R. P. Wallace, the 
murderer of the Logan family of five persons, 
father, mother and three children, was taken 
from jail at Steelville last night by a mob and 
lynched. The guiity man had been taken 
from Steelville to Cuba, Mo., where the hor- 
rible crime had been done, for safe keeping, 
for fear that he would be summarily dealt 
with by the enraged citizens of Cuba, Fri- 
day morning, October ist, a mob 

-gained entrance to the jail, seized 
‘Wallace dragged him from his cell and strung 
him up. He was cut down, after being allow- 
ed to hang a short time, ia order that a con- 
fession might be forced fromhim. He refused 


} to own up to the crime and before the crowd 


could hang him up again, the sheriff gained 
possession of him and hurried him back to his 
cell, The crowd was prevailed upon to dis- 
perse and it was supposed that the law would 
be allowed to take its own course, Last ev- 
ening, however, a second and more successfal 
attempt was made to mete justice to the mur- 


derer. A masked mob of about one hundred 
men quietly gathe around 
the jail at midnight and 
d@marded entrance of the jailer. Tais 


door, A delegation was sent to bring out the 
siegane’ while others were detailed to guard 

@ roads leading to the scene. Wallace was 
wakened from sleep, dragged out to the 
infuriated crowd and was asked if he had 
aiything to say. He responded by strongly 
protesting his innocence, still adhering to the 
story that it was the negro Vaughn who 
was guilty. This angered the mob 
more than ever, and with a shout they pro- 
duced a rope, one end of which they placed 
around the murderer’s neck and the other to 
rhe limb of a tree: The prisoner still protested 
his innocence and appealed for mercy without 
avail Stroug hands grasped the rope, and 
Wallace’s body swung in the air. Another 
chance was not given him to confess, and in a 
few minutes his body was a corpse. The mob 
then dispersed and the jail officers cut dowa 
‘aud took possession of the body. There ia no 
clew to the leaders of the participants in the 
lg nching.

At any rate, he missed his 
hold, struck himself against the car, and was 
thrown full across the track, stunned and 
insepsible. Right behind, close up, not over

ECHOES FROM TH#® PEOPLE. 


State Banks vs. National Banks, 


EprtTors ConstifuTion: In my last article 

I stated that national banks were a necessary ad- 
junct in the carrying on of the “war for the 
ution; that the act creating them was a ‘war 
measure;’ that under its operations the goverr- 
ment got actual control of the entire property of 
the country; the national banks were the only 
means by which the business of the country could 
be carried on; the idea was brilliant; the law was 
a good one then, and gave value to the bonds of 
the United States and the issue of currency based 
thereon, and was successful. But let us examine 
how it works now. First, it contracts banking 
capital, as United States bondsfare worth, say 129 to 
124, a party going tostart a national bank worth, 
Fay $125,000, would have to pay that amount for 
$100,000 of United States bonds, on which bonds 
the bank could only issue $90,000 in notes, and 
then have to deposit five per cent of that amount 
in Washington as a redemption fund, leaving 
only $81,500 on which to do _ business, 
or $40,500 less than the original capital 
for business purposes, hence, itis notthe system 
thatis needed with us. Again, it is prejudicial to 
the interests of the agriculture of the country, on 
which we musi finally depend for successful busi- 
ness, in this that no farmer can borrow a dollar 
from anational binkon landed sevurity, Hence 
upderthe system land is no basis ‘for credit. In- 
stead of being able to goto the bank and borrow 
one to tive hundred dollars with which to make 
bis crop, paying therefor seven or eight per gent 
interest, the farmer has to goto the merchant, vive 
him a moitgage and purcbase supplies on say six 
inonths time paying a profit of twenty per centover 
cash va.ue or sayinterest at the rate of forty to fifty 
per ceni per annum. The merelianut then takes 
these farmers’ notesto the ban’, attaches them as 
Cojlaterals to his own note and gets the necessary 
discounis to purchase more supplies. Now thease 
poies ard collaterals all depend tor their value 
upon the success of ihe farmer and the 
value of hs farm. stil the 
national bank, undcr the law, cannot lend tothe 
farmer, His iandis no basis of credit. for him. 
Hence he has to pay exorbitant interest: failure 
folldéws, then comes panics aud generai fingucial 
disturbance; ‘‘want of confidence,” stagnation and 
other ilis affecting trade. 

Under the national bank system we have no 
such thing as a local currency to any extent. What 
money comes to Georgia is sent here in September 
from New York to pay for the cotton crop, at an 
expense of about $2 50 per thousand dollars, and is 
all sent back to New York again during the spring 
mouths at a similar expense to the people, leaving 
very little on hand for business purposes. Hence 
the taimer, the manufacturer, and the miner, the 
three great sources whencé wealth is created, are 
left without the necessary facilities to carryon bus- 
iness in an economical way,andto that extent the 
country is injured, labor unemployed, productions 
curtailed, aud consumers have to purchase their 
supplies beyond the limits ofthe state. Again, 
how will the payment of the United States bonded 
debt, the calling in of the bonds, affect the nation- 
albanks? Willit not have toresult inthe con- 
traction ofthe currency? It is only a question of a 
few years until the bonded debt of the United 
States will be too small to furnish a basis fur bank 

bills suficienc to do the business of the country or 
furnish the necessary paper currency, Will not 
the contraction thus caused injure every interest 
in Georgia? Wil it not reduce values to the extent 
of the contraction? The time will comc, perhaps, 
when the bonds of the United States will be paid, 
the ‘‘greenbacks” redeemed, and, unless otherwise 
provided fox, we will be restricted to coin, Is it 
not the part of wisdom to look ahead and prepare 
for such contingencies as Contraction or a purel 
eoinu currency by a repeal of the t

TRIENNIAL EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


General Convention of the Church Meets in 
Chicago Today. 

The triennial convention of the Episcopal 
church in America meets in Chieago today. 
It is composed of clergy and laity appointed 
from each state at the annual diocesan con- 
ventions which precede it. It is thé only 
general legislative body in the (United States, 
The representatives from Georgia are the fol- 
lowing: 

Revs. Thomas Boone, of Sayannah; H. kK. Reese, 
of Cave Spring; ©. C. Willlams, of Augusta, and 
J. R. Winchester, of Macon. The laymen are 
Messrs, W. G, Charlton, of Savannah; Z. D. Harri- 
son, of Atlanta; John 5. Davidson and F. H. Mil- 
ler, of Augusta, All these gentlemen have gone 
to Chicago, accompanied by Bishop Beckwith, 

The canons instituted at these triennial conven- 
tions govern the common Episcopal church of 
\n,esica, as those made at the diocesan conven-~ 
tions govern the church in each state, A move- 
ment will be made at this convention to change 
the name of the Episcopal denomination from 
‘Protestant’ to The Church in the United States 
of America,’ asthe Philadelphia convention of 
1883 adjourned with the matter still in considera- 
tion by the committee. A court of appeals will 
also be petitioned for this time to correct the pres- 
ent jaw ofthe Episcopal chureh, which makes the 
judgment of a diocesan court upon any clergyman 
charged before it final. The report of the cominit- 
lee cn the revision of the prayer book, composed 
of seven bishops clergymen and 
laymen, who were appointed to at- 
tend to this work in the convention of 1880, wil! 
be beard from again, as usual, but in all proba- 
bility tomo momentous purpose. In Philadeiphia, 
in 1£83, this committee submitted a bound volume 
of resolutions atid the book as it would read in its 
revised state. This report has since then been 
before all the diocesan conventions, and will come 
up this time for final disposition, It is generally 
understood by all Episcopal clergymen, however, 
that nothing will be done in regard to the matter, 
for the reason that, as our Mr. Beckwith says, *‘the 
history ef the book of common prayer manifests 
great caution on the part of the church in making 
any change in its forms of worship.”’ He thinks it 
hardy probable that any change will be made this 
year. Mr. Beckwith says, however, that the niove- 
ment is eighteen roo old, but bas only ¢2m- 
mended the attention of the general convention 
since Lue year above given.

OLEOMARGARINE. 


Regulations to be Observed Under the Rev- 
enue Laws, 

‘Tomorrow or next day Major Chapman, spe- 
cial revenue agent, will begin a thorough can- 
vaes of the city to find out the number of 
wholesale and retail dealers in oleomargarine, 
how many desiré to continue its sale and pay 
the taxes, and how mapy wil sell nothing but 
pure butter. 

The tax on wholesale dealers is $480 per 

year, and retail dealers forty-eight dollars per 
year. The law goes into effect 3ist instant, 
but that day falling on Sunday will make the 
time November Ist. 
BThe lew requires that all oleomargarine 
shall be packed by the manufacturer in fir- 
kins, tubs or other wooden packages not hefore 
used for that purpose. The useof tin in the 
packing and shipping of oleomargarine will 
not be allowed, except as the inner lining of 
wooden packages, and such packages must be 
so combined in construction that when the 
wocd and tin are separated the packages wil! 
be so injured in the process as to be practically 
destroyed, 

Collectors will not permit the use of any 
form of wooden package having atin lining 
for packing oleomargariue unless a sample of 
such package has tirat been submitted to and 
approved by the commissioner of internai 
revenue, 

Any oleomargarine found in any tin pack 
age iroumwhich the outer wooden caso has 
been removed, will be deemed to bave been 
packed in a package contrary to law, and any 
person who sells or oilers forsale, or delivers 
or offois to deliver such a package, will be 
liable to a fine. 

As the retail dealer is required to sell from 
original stamped packages, and cannot, a3 a 
retail dealer, sell in such packages, he is com- 
pelled to make up his own packages. 

New wooden or paper packages similar to 
those usually employed in selling butter and 
lard at a retail may be used by the retail 
dealer in oleomargarine. Itis required that 
each package shall be strong egough to hold 
the oleomargarine securely, with the exercise 
of ordinary diligence on the part ofthe pur- 
chaser, until itis delivered at the point of 
destination. 

Each retailer’s wooden or paper package 
must have, beside the name and address of the 
dealer, printed or branded thereon in letters, 
not lees than one-quarterofan inch square. 
the word “oleomargarine,” and the «uantity 
in pounds contained therein, written or 
printed thereon, as follows: ‘one-half pound 
oleomaigariue.” ‘One pound oleomargarjne,”’ 
or as the case may be. :

NEW YORK, October 5.—Dealings of stocks to- 
day have been the largest for a long time, and the 
trading of the first hour has seldom, if ever, been 
exceeded, it was over one third of the day's busl- 
ness. The feeling was more bullish this moraing 
and London became a heavy purchaser of all 
specialties, and advances were made all over the 
list, though subject to frequent setbacks. Heavy 
realizing in New England and Western Union was 
the feature ofthe morning trading, the former 
dropping 4 per cent in a ver¥ short time, and in 
the afternoon it dropped 2 per cent further, which 


was recovered at the close. Realizations brought’ 


out @ great deal of stock, and those who were still 
lopg came to the rescuein the afternoon and ral- 
lied the stock. The decline in Westera Union 
£eems to be the naturai reaction from the sharp 
advance of tbe last few days. Louisville and 
Nashville and Missouri Pacific became the loead- 
ers in the afternoon, and the so-called Gould prop- 
erties were especially strong, and in the case of 
Mis:ouri Pacific there was a rumor of valuable 
rights to be given to its stockholders in a short 
time, and there was also some talk of stock divi 
derds.

The Atianta City Brewing company began 
delivering beer yesterday, and will continue 
to serve those who want the beverage, at loast 
until the city council repeals the ordinance 
adopted Monday afternoon. 
A repeal of the ordinance appears impossi- 
ble, however. 
The vote by which the ordinance passed the 
council was nine to seven. Those voting for 
it were Messrs, Stockdel!l, Cooper, Gramling, 
Hutchison, Collier, Angier, Greene, Bell and 
Kirkpatrick, while those voting against it 
were Messrs. Middlebrooks, Kinyon, Garrett, 
Mitchell, Beatie, Rice and Rey, The ‘vote of 
each gentleman was in accordance with his 
opinion upon the subject, and it is not likely 
that either one will change. Mr. May was the 
only member absent, and should he be present 
at the meeting when Mr. Béatio’s motion td 
reconsider comes up and record his vote with 
the minority, it would not be sufficient te 
cause the repeal of the ordinance as it now 
stands. 
When the brewery opened its doors yester- 
day morning the order-bock was woll marked 
with orders, and the wagons at once began do- 
livering beer to families in almost every sec: 
tionof the city. The business was nothing 
like crushing. There was no rush of orders, 
but a quiet revival of a trade that has been 
practically dead since l'ritz Menkin, 2 driver 
for the brewery, was arrested for delivering 
beer.

A TALK WITH MR. GRAMLING, 

Mr. W. J, Garrett stated on tho street yes- 
terday afternoon thathsthonught Messrs. John 
Gramling and J.C. Kirkpatrick werein sym- 
patby with the prohibitionists, and that he 
could not understand their votes.

The Eureka ice machine, as it is called, 
commends itself to évery one who sees it as a 
valuabie invention, and one thatis bonnd ‘to 
come-into-very extensive use. Mr, Smith has 
succeeded in making a machine by which 

every family can suppiy itseli with ice with 
practically no expense except the cost of the 
machine, and with lezs trouble than is ex. 
perienced in managing an ordinary refrigera- 
tor, The machine looks ‘like a 
frigerator, and is remarkably simple in 
its arrangements. The water is 
first placed into one ofthe upper compart- 
ments from which it is allowed to pass through 
a small pipe into an adjoining division.

While the cans are being filled with ice, an- 
other compartment is kept fall of 
ice water and the lower com- 
partments serve the usual purposes of 
a refrigerator. The salts necessary to operate 
the machine cost almost nothing. For a few 
cents asupply can be had, and itcan he used 
over and over a thousand times, A caraffe was 
frozen fallof ice yesterday inan hour. In 
ten winutes after it was pisced in the mixture 
it showed athick cruet ofice onthe inside. 
The many nees andthe great convenience 
which such a machine would be toa family 
can readily be appreciated. Lhe machines 
are to be made of ail sizes, from that which 
ean freeze ten pounds of ico an hourto that 
with a capacity cof many tons. The family 
size machine will be soid for $125 onthe ih- 
stallment plan.

A TRUSTED PRISONER WALKS 
AWAY FROM HIS GUARD, 


A Yourg Man Arrested Upon a Warrant Charging 
Him With Larceny—Heis Piaced ia Charge of 
anh Officer and Necapes-The City is 
Bearched But the Men is Not Fouad, 


W. L. Marshall,a member of one of the 
most prominent families of South Caroliaa, 
was arrested in Atlanta yesterday morning 
upon # warrant charging him with larceny. 

The man made his escape, however, soon 
after being arrested. 

Marshal! is a young man of good appearance. 
He is well educated, dresses in good taste and 
when not under the influence of liquor, is 
pleasing in his manners. About ten days ago 
he came to Atlanta, and autographing at the 
Kimball, was assigned toa room. Soon after 
reaching the city Marshall began drinking, 
and with a vengeance followed it up. On 
Thursday night last he visited a disreputable 
portion of the city, and when he left 
the house one of the women discovered that 
her watch and chain were gone. The matter 
was reported to — Russell, who began 
an investigation. e had no trouble in trac- 
ing the watch and chain to Marshall, but 
when Marshall was arrested the missing prop- 
erty could not be found. Marshall was qaite 
drunk when arrested, and denied knowing 
anything about the watch. He was given a 
cell in the city prison, where he remained un- 
til the next morning, when he was released 
upon the order of Captain Russell, Previous 
to Marshall’s release, however, the watch was 
found in a pawnshop and was returned to the 
wowapn, but the chain could not be found. The 
woman made several attempts to procure pay 
for the chain, but failed. She then went be- . 
fore a justice of the peace and swearing outa 
warrant for Marshall, sent it to police head- 
quarters. Thewarrant was published to the 
entire force and every member was on the 
alert for the wanted man. LEarly yesterday 
morning, Patrolman Meehan found Muarshatl 
near the Kimball house and arrested him. 
Marshall was under the influence of liquor, 
but was sober enough to realize his situation. 
He did not protest against arrest, but turniag 
to the patrolman, asked: 

“Ien’t E. W. Martin a polica commissioner 
here?’ 

“Yes,” answered the patrolman. 

“Well, can’t you take me to his offics. I 
knew him years ago, ani I thiuk I can fix 
this thing.” 

lt was a short distance to Mr. Martin’s of- 
fice, and the patrolmanied the prisoner to 
the commissioner. Mr. Ma:tin recognized 
Marshall and after the latter hail made it 
known that he was a prisoner and the cause 
of his arrest Mr. Martin instructed Patrolman 
Meehan to remain with his prisoner until he 
could retain. Mr. Martinthen called upon 
Chief Connolly and stating the circamstances 
asked that a supernumerary be detailed to 
guard Marshali until he could secure money 
from bome. Chief Connolly detailed Supernu- 
meary Love Barnes to guard 
tle prisoner. Mr, Martino had 
known Marshall weil, and believing that he 
would be able to settle the matter, invited him 
to remain at his office. At noon he ordered a 
dinner for Marshall and the officer, and then 
went to his home. After Mr. Martin lef: his 
office Marshall sent out and bought a quart of 
liquor. He took two or three drinks and then 
began walking about the room and hallway. 
The officer, by the friendship between Mr. 
Martin and the prisoner, was indaced to 
believe that a close watch was not necessary, 
and contented himself with keeping the pria- 
oner in sight. Marshall soon discovered that 
the officer was not watching every step, and, 
eecuring an opportunity, glided quietly down 
the stairway and stepped out. In _ less 
than a minute after Marshall left 
his absence owas discovered and a

JOHN RELAFORD, THE DESPERATS 
BURGLAR, BSCAPAS., 


The Negro Who Was Shot While Burglarising Mr, 
Charles Sindall’s Residence Feigus Parelysis 
and Throws the Guards Of~He Then 
Makes Good His Becape from Jail 


* John Relaford, the negro who was so dan- 
gerously wounded while burglarizing Mr. 
Charles Sindall’s §residence Saturday night 
one week ago, escaped from jail last night. 

Relaford's escape was easily accomplished. 

When the negro was transferred from the city 
prison, where he was taken immediately afser 
his arrest, to the county jail, the day after he 
was shot, his wounds were considered ex- 
tremely dangerous, and both Dr. Boring and 
Dr. Van Goidtenoven attended him. Both 
physicians were of the opinion that it would 
not be prudent to confine the prisoner to the 
interior of the jail, sand upon their 
recommendation he was removed 
to the hospital building, which 
is located in the jail yard on the north side of 
the jail, The hospital building is made of 
wood, and although nota secure prisonin it- 
self it is considered secure because it is sur- 
rounded by a very high fence—a fence so high 
tat it has always been considered impossible 
toscale it. The hospital too has rarely been 
asea for state prisoners and has been given 
up to United Stales prisoners. However, 
when occasionslly a state prisoaer found his 
way intothe Luding he has always beer 
carefully watched. 

Soon after Relaford reached the county jail 
be compleined of a numbnessin one of his 
lege, and in a short time it was generally be- 
lieved that the negro was entirely paral; z din 
the limb. Repeated efforte were made by the 
physicians to get the darky to walk,but Le was 
either unable to use the limb or feigned lame- 
ness £0 completely that he succeeded in de- 
ceiving the physicians. Several times he was 
raised upon his feet with a view 
to ascertaining the strength in his limbs, ani 
cn each occasion the prisoner woald drop to 
the floor. Relaford succeeded completely in 
msking everybody believe that he could not 
walk, and in this way diminished the close- 
nees ofthe watch kept upon him. Yesterday 
afternoon he complained more than he has 
cou plained at any time for a week past, and 
when Mr. Osborn, who has charge of the 
jeil from dark -to daylight, came on 
duty last night be was informed that 
Relaford was worse. Mr. Osborn paid the 
prisorers several visits during the early part 
ofthe night each time asking if anything 
ceuld be done for him. About twelve o’clock 
he w: ut into the hoepital and found Relaford 
apparently asleep, and without molesting him 
returned to the office. Just before one 
oclock this morning Mr. Osborn™jpaid the 
bospi'’al another visit, and when he entered 
the apartmentin which Relaford had been 
picced he wes errpised to find it; 
empty. Itnever occurmd to him that the 
prisoner had escaped, because he firmly be- 
lieved that hecould not walk astep. Think- 
ing that the prisoner had become delirious, 
probably, and crawled into another depart- 
ment, Mr. Osborn began searching the hos- 
piial. He went through the entire building, 
but without finding the prisoner. He then 
searched the yard and every possible 
place about it, but no prisoner 
could be fourd. Finally, thoroughly sat- 
isfied that lRelaford had §succeeied in 
making his escape, Mr. Osborn telephoned 
police headquarters, and in a few seconds Call 
Officer Thom was in the saddle en route 
to the jail. The officer, together with patrol- 
men on that beat, searched every house in the 
neighborhood of the jail, but failed to find 
Relaford. At first it was presumed that he 
bad managed to get out of the enclosure and 
had been secreted by some of the 
negroes living around the jail, 
The officers are satisfied now, how-
